To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Fremont  in  the  County 
of   Rockingham,    in    said   State,    qualified    to    vote   in 
tozvn  affairs: 
You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House,  in 

said  town,  on  Tuesday,  the  twelfth  day  of  March  next,  at 

ten    (10)    of  the  clock  in  the   forenoon,   to   act  upon  the 

following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  delegate  to  the  convention  to  revise  the 
constitution  of  this  state,  to  be  holden  at  the  capitol  in 
Concord  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  June,  A.  D.  1918. 

2.  To  choose  a  town  clerk. 

3.  To  choose  three  selectmen,  treasurer,  auditor,  one 
library  trustee  and  one  trustee  of  trust  funds. 

4.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  officers. 

5.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  following  purposes :  To  defray 
town  charges ;  for  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges ;  for 
care  of  cemetries,  and  for  Memorial  Day. 

6.  By  request  of  state  forester,  to  see  if  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  selectmen  in  cooperation  with  the  state  forester,  in  the 
work  of  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease  known  as 
white  pine  blister  rust. 

7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  providing 
an  addition  to  the  Village  cemetery  and  pass  any  vote  re- 
lating thereto. 
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8.     To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  the  meeting.
